Four new bottle filling stations come to 
CSULB, more planned to be installed 


The outdoor 
fountains lack filters.

Cal State Long Beach students 
may have less water bottles on their 
hands thanks to the recent installa- 
tion of three new filling stations on 
campus. 

The three stations were added 
during the summer. Two are located 
outside, beside the tennis courts and 


Faculty Office building 3, while an- 
other is located inside the Horn Cen- 
ter. A fourth is being installed on the 
first floor of the library. 

“The fountains outside are reach- 
able 24/7,” Paul Wingco, manager of 
energy and substantiality at CSULB, 
said. He said ‘that while the Horn 
Center’s station provides filtered wa- 
ter, the two outside fountains do not. 

“Some people think that if you 
have a filter then it’s better, but it is 
mostly about a taste thing,’ Wingco 
said. 

Manufacturers did not offer re- 
sources for installing filters in the 
outdoor fountains because extreme 


outside temperatures would allow 
bacteria to grow on the fountains, 
according to Wingco. 

The City of Long Beach provides 
water for the fountains and controls 
the water’s temperature, according 
to Wingco. 

Installing the fountains cost ap- 
proximately $31,000, and Wingco 
said there are plans to install more. 

“You have to think of the full 
installation process and planning 
behind it,’ Wingco said. “It’s glar- 
ing, but when people look at the total 
scope it’s reasonable.”

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ASI votes 
against 
potential

The Associated Students, Inc. 
Senate unanimously passed an emer- 
gency resolution on its first, second 
and third readings yesterday, oppos- 
ing three proposed fees that the Cal 
State University Board of Trustees is 
expected to vote on next week. 

The fees would go into effect fall 
2013 and are estimated to gener- 
ate $35 million for the CSU system. 
They would charge students for tak- 
ing heavy course loads, delaying 
graduation and repeating classes. 
The fees have been recommended by 
the CSU Finance Committee ’to go 
into effect regardless of the passage 
of Gov. Jerry Brown’s tax initiative, 
Proposition 30. 

Senators and other student advo- 
cates were encouraged to attend the 
Board meeting at the CSU Chancel- 
lor’s Office on Sept. 18 and 19 to 
speak out against the fees.

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ASI to seek 2/3 student 
vote to comply with rule 


Student governments 
must be in compliance 
with the law by Dec. 31.

Associated Students, Inc. will have 
to obtain a two-thirds vote from stu- 
dents in order to comply with a system- 
wide amendment made by the Cal State 
University Chancellor’s Office — a 
change made without consulting the 23 
ASI organizations across the system, 
according to ASI Executive Director 
Richard Haller. 

Before the change was made, if ASI 
dissolved as a corporation, its net as- 
sets, other than trust funds, would have 
been distributed to a successor ap- 
proved by the CSU Board of Trustees. 
Under the new decision, the chancellor 
alone will approve the successor. 

Haller said the lack of consultation is 

not consistent with the level of shared 
governance expected from the CSU. 
- ASI will also be required to change 
its financial reporting standard from a 
private and/or nonprofit to a govern- 
mental reporting standard. Haller said 
the chancellor’s office has complained 
loudly during the past years about the 
amount of work it takes to reconcile 
two types of financial reports. 


Student governments across the 
CSU will have to amend their Articles 
of Incorporation by Dec. 31 in order to 
be in compliance with the law, which 
will be a challenge, according to Haller. 

In order to adopt a resolution to 
amend the Articles of Incorporation, 
first, a two-thirds majority vote is need- 
ed by the members of the ASI Senate. 
Should the resolution be approved, it 
will then be submitted to the student 
body, from which it will also need a 
two-thirds majority vote. If it is ap- 
proved by the student body, the resolu- 
tion will then be forwarded to the Cali- 
fornia Secretary of State for approval. 

The first revision on the same clause 
in the Articles of Incorporation initially 
failed at the ballots and took three to 


four years to finally approve, Haller - 


said. He said ASI is currently work- 
ing with its attorneys to search for an 
alternate means of holding a special 
election. 

In the: meeting, Senators Angelica 


Cortez-Hernandez and David Rose- 


from the College of Health and Human 
Services questioned how these changes 
will be implemented and how they will 
benefit the chancellor. 

“What it sounds like to me is that the 
chancellor just abolished student rep- 
resentation in the corporation,” Rose 
said. 

Haller said the chancellor has unilat- 
eral ability to make the changes as long 
as the CSU Board of Trustees approves 
it, which it already has.

The fountains were funded by 
CSULB President F. King Alexander’s 
yearly budget for green technology, ac- 
cording to Associated Students, Inc. 
Senator at-Large Manuel Nieto. _ 

The’ fountains are aimed at pre- 
venting the use of plastic bottles and 
giving students a way to refill their 
reusable bottles, Wingco said. He said 
they were built in response to the con- 
cerns of two students, Nieto and Di- 
ana Phan. 

« Phan said she and Nieto saw students 


waiting in long lines in the University 
Student Union to buy bottles of water, 
so they started talking about the issue.. 

“We thought, what should we do to 
cut costs for students and make it en- 
vironmentally friendly?” Phan said. 
“(Alexander] was in the room at that 
time, so we brought it up to him, and 
he thought it was a good idea.” 

Theresa Ibarra, a sociology major, 
said she likes the fountains and thinks 
they are worth the investment. 

“Now I don’t need to have bottles 
everywhere or bring water from 
home,” she said. “Now I can just fill 
one bottle at school.” 

Some students, like Ibarra, said 


' they were indifferent toward whether 


the water was filtered. 

“If you’re thirsty, you drink any- 
thing,” Ibarra said. “[Filtered water] 
would be better, maybe.” 

Business and psychology interna- 
tional student Marie Volquarts said 
she also is not worried about the lack 
of filters. 

“With [a] filter is better than with- 
out,” she said. “I would try drinking 
water without [the] filter, but I prefer 
with.” 

Wingco said the filling station in 
the library should be finished within a 
few weeks. More fountains will be in- 
stalled on campus as funding allows.

Mattsson, who has more than 20 
years of experience in the bike indus- 
try, spent 15 minutes working on Leeav 
Sofer’s bike and providing tips for the 
student. The senior music major said he 
was impressed with the result. 

“The gear shifts like magic,” he said. 
“Before it took five seconds. I didn’t 
know I had such a nice bike, and I 
learned a lot.” 

Mattsson saved students money at 
the workshop too, providing free ser- 


vices and adjustments when the work 
would have been pricey at a bike shop, 
he said. He said he didn’t mind doing 
it for free. 

“We want our clients to be safe,” he 
said. “To have a safe bike to ride is the 
most important thing.” 

Three permanent bike workstations 
were installed on campus during the 
summer, one by the Parkside College, 
one by the Hillside College and one 
near the SRWC. 

Thomas said she began considering the 
installation of bike workstations on cam- 
pus while attending a California higher 
education sustainability conference at 


University of California, Davis in June. 

“TI saw them on UC Davis’ campus 
and knew we had to have them with the 
number of bicyclists we have on cam- 
pus,” she said. 

The stations, which consist of nine 
tools and a bike-mounting apparatus, 
cost $900 each. They were funded by 
the Department of Physical Planning 
and Facilities Management. 

The stations provide tools for ba- 
sic procedures. When no volunteer is 
present to help, students can use their 
phones to scan the QR code posted 
above the tools, which brings up bik- 
etutor.com, a website with simple tuto- 
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“This whole Martha Stewart opportu- 
nity is a dream,” Barnes said. “It would 
be a complete change for the business.” 

Barnes’ business was selected from 
2,000 entries by Martha Stewart and a 
team of editors from Martha Stewart 
Living, according to a statement re- 
leased by Barnes. 

Barnes said she never planned on 
owning her own business. * 

“My plan when I graduated was to 
be a graphic designer and become a 
creative director — have a big name,” 
Barnes said. Even though her cur- 
rent work is different from what she 
dreamed she said it is “very fulfilling.” 

Through Paper & Cake, customers 
can go online to purchase “partyware,” 
a term Barnes coined. Customers are 
then sent a link with a PDF download 
of the partyware, which they can print 
and assemble using scissors and glue.

The mastermind of 9/11 and the 
face of terrorism had been eliminated.

Yet, American citizens were 
exposed to filtered information that 
was released by the Obama admin- 
istration and the Pentagon.

This month, one of the 24 Navy 
SEALs who executed the secret 
operation revealed details of the 
mission in a tell-all book called No 
Easy Day.

Not all fees are created equal: why some fee hikes are good 


Say the word “fee” or “tuition,” and any Cal 
State University undergraduate within earshot 
will cringe. Recent fee and tuition hikes have 
been sudden, burdensome and at times even 
unfair, but contrary to popular belief not all fees 
are created equal. 2 

This time around the word “fee” may not be 
such a bad idea. 

Next week, the CSU Board of Trustees will 
discuss three separate student fees: a “graduation . 
incentive fee,” which charges students extra for 
taking more than 150 units, a course repeat fee 
and a fee on classes taken in excess of 16 units 
per semester. “ 

Why are these fees a good idea? Well, they’re 
fair. They attempt to install real economic 
incentives in a world of subsidized higher 
education. 

Vll explain what I mean right now. 

Imagine a situation where your uncle says he 
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will subsidize the cost of you playing roulette at a 
Las Vegas casino. If you place a bet and win, you 
keep all the money. If you place a bet and lose, 
your uncle picks up the tab. You, as a rational in- 
dividual, would continue to play until your uncle 
is broke. You do this because you have no incen- 
tive not to play. After all, your uncle insisted he 
eliminate any downside of your 
playing. 

While it may be unfair to 
compare the CSU to a casino, 
or taxpayers to your benevo- 


lent uncle, the comparison works in many 


ways. 
To an extent, taxpayers subsidize the cost of 
education, and we students go to school. Some 
of-us graduate. Others drop out. Some take 
more than 16 units, drop 6 and repeat 3 the next 
semester. 
In other words, some students — it’s irrelevant 
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how many — go to school with the same disre- 
gard for value that one would have while playing 
roulette on their uncle’s tab. 

Some of us have non-monetary incentives to 
avoid this disregard. Going to law school is one 
example. 

_ What the CSU will do if they eventually 
approve these fees is make 
students more aware of the 
resources they’re using — 
they will take the uncle out of 
the roulette example. 

The cool thing is the uncle will still exist in - 
some situations, meaning access to higher educa- 
tion will still be highly subsidized. These fees 
won’t make anyone reevaluate going to college 
because our society still believes everyone de- 
serves a shot, no matter how inefficient it is. 

This is opposed to.a general fee increase. 

In theory, what these fees will do is eliminate 
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inefficiency elsewhere. They will allow those 
who value taking excess units the most to take 
them, forcing people to think twice when they 
decide to change their major three or four times 
or slack off in a class because they think they 
can just repeat and delete the three units next 
semester. 

In the end, my peers should remember that tax- 
payers subsidize education not because it’s some 
magical right granted to us by bearded political 
science professors. 

No, education is subsidized because there 
is an incentive to subsidize it. For every $1 
taxpayers invest in education, they get about a 
$4 return. 

Let’s keep it that way by giving people an 
incentive not to waste their resources.

Alma Serna has exchanged her 
crutches and walking boot for court 
shoes and kneepads. 

Although she has been limited in her 
return to action, Serna is finally back 
on the court after being sidelined by an 
opening-match ankle sprain- for nearly 
three weeks. The Long Beach State 
women’s volleyball team welcomed 
the sophomore middle blocker back to 
practice on Tuesday and will need her 
skills to boost the team’s presence at 
the net. 

The ‘Niners will head to Peoria, Ill. 
this weekend and wrap up nonconfer- 
ence play with three matches in two 
days at the Bradley Invitational. Serna’s 
status for the tournament is still in ques- 
tion, however, and the team may have to 
play without her for a little while longer. 

“She is about 50 percent right now, 
and we’ll see how that progresses as the 
week goes on,” head coach Brian Gim- 
millaro said. “Hopefully she’ll be able 
to contribute.” 

In Serna’s absence, sophomore Chi- 
som Okpala has led the ‘Niners at the 
net and showed continued growth dur- 
ing extended playing time. Gimmillaro 

_ believes Serna and Okpala can become 
a solid tandem once they have match 
experience together. 

“TOkpala] is fast, and it’s giving her 
an opportunity to develop,” Gimmil- 
laro said. “There are parts of her game 
that are ahead of others. We’re hoping 
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Alma Serna (24), who missed seven games due to an ankle sprain, has returned to practice and may be ready for this weekend’s matches.

The Beach (3-5) will start the tourna- 
ment on Friday with a match against Ar- 
kansas State. The Red Wolves (7-5) have

The Panthers (7-4) are 
anchored by senior outside hitter Amy 
Braun, who has compiled 128 kills and 
147 digs on .239 hitting. 

“We know [our opponents] will be 
good RPI teams by the end, so we need 
to be successful there,” Gimmillaro said. 


“You're talking about three teams that 
will go to the tournament and all have 
RPI value, so these are very important 
matches for us to get back in the hunt.” 

The match with Northern Iowa will 
wrap up nonconference play for LBSU. 
The 49ers will kick off Big West Con- 
ference play on. Sept. 21 with a home 
match against Cal Poly.
